Council's five day wait 
to reveal fountain bug

A COUNCIL waited five days 
to tell an unsuspecting 
public that the water fountain 
in Northampton town centre 
had potentially fatal legionella 
bacteria in it. 

Test results revealed the water 
feature in Market Square, con¬ 
tained ‘higher than normal’ 
levels of legionella and low 
levels of E.coli last Monday, 
August 13. It was turned off the 
next day. 

Last Wednesday, the Herald & 
Post contacted Northampton 
Borough Council asking about 
potential contaminants in the 
water but was told that the 
fountain had been turned off 
‘due to high winds’ and that the 
water was at ‘swimming pool 
standard’. 

At 11.30am on Friday - five 
days after the bacteria was 
discovered - the authority 
issued a statement confirming 
that it had, in fact, been 
switched off because of con¬ 
tamination, and not because of 
the weather. 

Legionella can cause 


Legionnaire’s disease which 
can be fatal - with older 
people the most affected. 

Opposition councillor, Lib 
Dem Brendan Glynane, said the 
public would ‘lose its trust in 
the council’ for acting ‘irre¬ 
sponsibly’, adding: “I would be 
very concerned that they 
waited so long to tell people. I 
know children were playing in 
it the weekend before. 

“It is extremely important that 
the public is aware of the pres¬ 
ence of legionella in case they 
develop symptoms. Doctors 
need to be aware so they know 
what to look out for.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“The tests are stringent, which 
means that traces of bacteria 
are picked up at low levels so 
that action can be taken imme¬ 
diately 

“If these levels are passed it 
does not mean that there is any 
significant risk to health that 
the public need to be informed 
about.” 

The council is not aware of 
anyone being taken ill, but it has 
informed the health authority.

‘Apologies need to be

YOUNG children splashed about in a 
fountain on a balmy summer’s night 
without a care in the world. 

Their families might have felt differ¬ 
ently had they known it had been 
condemned hours earlier after legionel- 
la bacteria and E.coli was found in the 
water. 

The feature is popular with children 
to play in, especially in the warm 
months, and a week last Monday 
evening kids in the town were spotted 
cooling off by a Herald & Post reader. 

Northampton Borough Council (NBC) 
say it was informed of the bacterial pres¬ 
ence from test results that afternoon but 
delayed switching off the Market Square 
attraction until the next day. 

The H&P raised the issue with the 
council on Wednesday but they denied 
our bug claims and said the reason the 
water had been turned off was because 
of bad weather - by Friday, it was a 
completely different story. 

They admitted the department at the 
council responsible for the fountain - 
Customers and Communities - took the 
decision because of legionella and E.coli 
bacteria being present.

Questions 
need to be asked and apologies need to 
be made.

Relief as justice centre passes ‘finish line’ and under budget, too 



A NEW criminal justice centre is one of the 
best in the country. 

That is the verdict of Inspector Richard 
Lewis as he showed off the brand new 
police building in Pavilion Drive, Brackmills, 
Northampton. 

Plans have been in place for the new 
centre since 2008, and the building was 
delivered on time with the original budget 
of £9.6 million being undercut by 
£300,000. 

Inspector Lewis said: “The new centre 
has 40 cells and can be extended to 
include 20 more if we ever need to.” 

Northamptonshire Police are hoping to 
officially move in to the new centre on 
September 17 and until then will be 
conducting final tests and checks on all 
the systems. 

Police buildings in Campbell Square and 
Weston Favell have long been considered 
outdated and the new centre at Brackmills 
offers more space and a better working 
environment for officers. 

Sergeant Scott McKim, who currently 
works at Weston Favell, was spending his 
first morning at the centre and had some 
good first impressions. 

“It looks much more professional and is 
certainly more aesthetically pleasing.” 

For Inspector Lewis, the programme 


manager for the new centre, these facilit¬ 
ies were much needed and he is glad that 
the building work is finally done. 

“It’s like the gold medallists at London. It’s 
not so much a matter of elation, it’s more 


relief because it was a huge project and 
we’ve finally got over the finish line.”

symptoms they need to be treated quite 
quickly The trust and confidence the 
public has in the council is disappear¬ 
ing. I think in some ways it has acted 
irresponsibly.” 

The NBC spokeswoman said: “The 
borough council has a rigorous 
approach to monitoring and a specialist 
company is used to carry out monthly 


tests on the fountain to ensure the safe¬ 
ty of the public. 

“The tests are stringent, which means 
that traces of bacteria are picked up at 
low levels so that action can be taken 
immediately. If these levels are passed it 
does not mean that there is any signifi¬ 
cant risk to health that the public need 
to be informed about. 

“In line with best practice the fountain 
was turned off immediately so investi¬ 
gation could be undertaken to identify 
the potential causes of the bacteria 
growth and so that the system could be 
disinfected and a new independent risk 
assessment could be completed before 
re-opening. 

“The public were informed by the 
council as soon as the position and 
action to be taken had been clarified.” 

The Health and Safety Executive is 
aware of the situation. 

It is not the first time this year legionel- 
la bacteria has been found in council 
property. In May, the changing rooms at 
the Racecourse were closed when it was 
discovered. 

Across the UK this year, there have 
been outbreaks of the disease in 
Glasgow and Stoke-on-Trent in which a 
total of four people have died and 118 
have been infected. 


FACT BOX 


■ Legionella bacteria are 
widespread in natural water 
systems, e.g. rivers and ponds 

■ Outbreaks of illness occur from 
exposure to legionella growing in 
purpose-built systems where 
water is maintained at a 
temperature high enough to 
encourage growth 

■ People can catch Legionnaires’ 
disease by inhaling small droplets 
of water, suspended in the air, 
containing the bacteria 

■ The symptoms are similar to 
those of flu, ie. high temperature, 
fever and chills, a cough, muscle 
pains and headaches 

■ In a severe case, there may also 
be pneumonia and occasionally 
diarrhoea as well as signs of 
mental confusion 

■ Legionnaires’ disease is not 
known to spread from person to 
person 

■ Older people, or those with 
compromised immune systems,

Council boss welcomes new rules 
toughening guidelines on chuggers 


Pub and store face 
action over breach 


NEW rules which will stop charity 
collectors from standing in shop 
entrances have been welcomed by 
the leader of Northampton Borough 
Council. 

The workers, often labelled 
“chuggers” - charity muggers - due 
to their intimidating way of 
approaching people, interrupt 
shoppers looking for donations for 
the good cause they are working for 
charities. 

But the new guidelines, introduced 
by the Public Fundraising Regulatory 
Association (PFRA), mean that 
fundraisers are no longer allowed to 
stand within three metres of a shop 
doorway, pedestrian crossing, 
cashpoint or train and bus station 
entrances. 

Councillor David Mackintosh, 
leader of the council, said: “This is a 
good step towards dealing with 
what I believe has become a serious

problem in town centres up and 
down the country. I applaud the 
PFRA for recognising that there are 
issues and attempting to sort them 
out but only time will tell if the new 
rules are going to be effective.” 

Cllr Mackintosh had previously 
called for bans on chuggers, 
claiming that they could put people 
off coming to the town. 

And he has indicated that he will 
do all he can to ensure that 
Northampton is no longer hampered 
by those workers who are more 
intimidating in their methods. 

He said: “We expect the 
Northampton code to be introduced 
next month and hope that the 
combination of this and the national 
rules will put a stop to the more 
aggressive tactics used by some 
fundraisers. If this doesn’t happen 
then I for one will certainly push for 
more effective regulation.” 


TWO premises are likely to be prosecuted for two 
breaches of their licence within three months. 

The facilities - a store in Far Cotton and a pub 
near the bus station, both in Northampton, sold 
alcohol to underage customers in a test purchase 
operation on Saturday, having also done so in a 
similar operation on fune 22. 

The premises will now have their licences 
reviewed for the breaches and could be closed 
down for a period of two weeks. 

A bar in Abington Street was also issued with a 
penalty notice for disorder for an underage sale 
and one club in Bridge Street allowed one of the 
underage customers in without checking ID. 

A total of 12 other pubs, clubs and stores tested 
were not in breach of licensing regulations. 

Sergeant Mark Worthington, of the Licensing and 
Nightsafe team, said: “It is very disappointing that 
some premises have failed the operation twice in 
three months, meaning Their licences are now at risk. 

“We will use all the powers available to us to 
prosecute these premises and review their 
licences, looking for a suspension of alcohol sales 
as a minimum.”

Cop’s rap for drivers 
using mobile phones

A SENIOR police officer has put 
motorists who use a mobile 
phone behind the wheel in the 
same category as drink drivers. 

Chief Inspector Dave Lawson 
made the comment following the 
announcement this week that 
5,254 people had been caught 
driving and using a mobile phone 
in the county in the past three 
years. 

The figures show in 2009-10 
there were 1,979 tickets given out 


by officers, in 2010-11 it was 1,864 
and in 2011-12 there were 1,411. 

Cl Lawson said : “I think using a 
mobile phone has got to be treat¬ 
ed the same as drink 
driving. We want to say to people 
- think about the consequences if 
they were killed or seriously 
injured. 

“What would it be like when we 
have to tell a family member or a 
close friend what has 
happened to them.” 

He added: “The mobile speed 
camera vans have the technology 
to take a video of the drivers and 


catch them if they are on the 
phone.” 

Last week, it was revealed 80 
motorists were warned after 
taking pictures on their mobile 
phones of a serious crash on the 
Ml between junction 15a and 16 
on June 14. 

The police took the decision not 
to prosecute but sent letters to 
them about their actions. 

Cl Lawson said: “We hope these 
80 people can be ambassadors 
and pass the message on about 
what has happened to them to 
other people.” 0

MOTORISTS can expect 
more misery surround¬ 
ing a closure of a major 
junction. 

Workmen had closed 
Rushmere Road in 
Northampton, off the 
Barnes Meadow round¬ 
about, for six weeks while 
they carried out repairs to 
the bridge. 

However, significantly 
more corrosion has been 
found and additional 
repairs are now required. 

Following discussion 
with Northamptonshire 
County Council, MGWSP 
- the authority’s highways 
contractors - are going to 
re-open the western half 


of the bridge as soon as 
possible to allow one way 
traffic (northbound). 

Originally, all the work 
should have been 
completed by August 31 
but it is now hoped one 
lane will be ready for the 
first week of next month - 
in time for the schools 
re-opening. 

A spokesman for the 
council said: “We are 
currently thinking repairs 


to the eastern side of the 
bridge may take a further 
six weeks from September 
3. Although our investiga¬ 
tions had identified some 
corrosion in the bridge 
beams this layer of 
concrete has masked the 
full extent and severity of 
it.” 

The closure has left traf¬ 
fic queuing on the 
Bedford Road and rush- 
hour tailbacks on the A45.

Council call a halt after 
man’s FOI request blitz

Rail travel is not on track 

I LIVE in Belgium but often travel to 
Northampton by train to visit my daughters 
who live in Northampton and I am horrified 
at the huge difference in the costs of train 
travel in the UK and that in Belgium. 

For instance. I often travel by train in 
Belgium from Duffel to Brussels, a journey of 
one hour. The cost of this journey is 5.40 euro 
single, 10.80 euro return (about £8.50 return), 
Monday to Friday at any time. On Saturdays, 
Sundays and statutory holidays, the price is 
also reduced by 50 per cent (2.70 euros single 
and 5.40 euros return). 

Car parking at Duffel railway station is also 
totally free of charge to encourage more 
people to travel by train in Belgium. 

In England for an identical journey of one 
hour, the train fare from London Euston to 
Northampton is £24.50 for cheap-day return 
and higher for peak periods! Friends from 
Europe are totally shocked when they travel 
to England and meet these huge costs. 

Car parking in Northampton is an incredi¬ 
ble £5.50 after the peak period or £8 for peak 
period departure! The real cheap day-return 
to London is therefore actually £30. Plus now 
a 6.2 per cent increase in the rail fares. 

These huge costs for rail and car parking 
means that even more people will travel by 
car to London, especially when two or more 
people travel together, when rail travel makes 
no economic sense at all in England. 

It seems the Government simply has no UK 
transport policy at all to relieve the conges¬ 
tion on our overcrowded roads by expanding 
the rail network and reducing rail fares.

Two more charges in 
‘body in field’ murder

A FURTHER two men have been 
charged with the kidnap and 
murder of a man whose body 
was found in a field last year. 

The charges come more than a 
year after the remains of 27-year- 
old Andrzej Kulesza were found 
by a woman walking her dog 
near Rothersthorpe in April 2011. 

In December, police put up a 
reward of £20,000 for informa¬ 
tion that would lead to the 
identification, arrest and prose¬ 
cution of the person or people 
responsible. 

Mr Kulesza, a Polish national, 
disappeared from his home in 
Stamford Hill, London, in 
September 2010 after going to 
buy milk and bread from a 



nearby shop. Artur Janik, 26, and 
Daniel Kosowski, 39, appeared at 
Brent Magistrates’ Court on 
Tuesday and were remanded in 
custody. 

Another man, Kamil Dreszer, 


26, of Edmonton, was charged 
last week and is due to appear at 
the Old Bailey. 

Two other men arrested in 
connection with the investiga¬ 
tion remain on police bail.

Egyptian statue’s 
£2m history boost

AN Egyptian statue, believed to 
be worth £2 million, could be 
sold. 

Northampton Borough Council 
is considering the sale of the 
limestone object following a 
routine valuation of the muse¬ 
um’s collection. 

The small tomb model of 
Sekhemka, a high official in the 
Old Kingdom of dynastic Egypt 
(c.2400 BC), has been in the col¬ 
lection for more than 150 years. 

The council said that the statue 
was given to them as a gift. 

Following the visit from experts, 
Sekhemka has now been placed 
in storage. 

If the authority decide to sell it 
the money raised could be used to 
invest in other high priority histo¬ 



ry and heritage projects. One 
benefactor would be Delapre 
Abbey, with the money helping 


contribute towards a restoration 
project for the buildings founded 
in 1145. 

Councillor Brandon Eldred, 
cabinet member for community 
engagement, said: “We are really 
proud of everything in our muse¬ 
um collection and want to do 
even more to promote our history 
and attract visitors to the town. 

“But this statue isn’t a key part of 
that heritage and it doesn’t help to 
tell the story of the town’s history 

“Delapre Abbey is our key 
heritage project and this money 
would give it a real boost, as well 
as giving us the opportunity to 
invest more in our nationally- 
recognised shoe and leather 
heritage collection.” 

The council has said it does not 
plan to sell anything else from its 
collection but the statue’s future 
will be considered next month.

Fire crews’ award for 
balloon pylon rescue

A FIRE crew has scooped an 
award for a dramatic and dan¬ 
gerous hot air balloon rescue. 

The Mounts, Northampton, 
Blue Watch team from Northants 
Fire and Rescue Service played an 
integral part when a balloon 
became entangled in live power¬ 
lines in Bozeat in March. 

Three people were trapped in 
the basket while suspended 45 
feet above the ground. 

Following a lengthy procedure 
to switch off the electricity, and 
once engineers had ensured the 
132kv power lines and pylon were 
safe, the crew were able to assist 
the passengers into a harness and 
lower them safely to the ground. 

These firefighters are part of the 
Rope Rescue Crew - which means 
they use ropes to move people 
from heights, on scaffolding, from 
roofs or even those trapped down 
a well or in a manhole. 

As a result of their efforts, the 
firefighters were nominated for 
the BBC 999 awards which were 
set up to honour the work of 


Britain’s Emergency Services. Blue 
Watch crew manager, Gary Welch 
said: “It was a very difficult 
rescue. 

“The main problem was the 
power which had to be switched 
off. 

“We could not go near it until it 
was switched off in case the elec¬ 
tricity arched and struck us. 

“Once the power was isolated 
and re-routed then we could start 


to rescue the people. It is very rare 
for a balloon accident like this to 
happen. When we finished every¬ 
one had a great feeling. 

“We did not think it was an 
award winning rescue as it is all 
part of our job. 

“We just went home for a cup of 
tea. We were very honoured and 
flattered to win the award and it 
now takes pride of place at the 
station.”

THE greatest compliment paid to 
Graham Gouldman, the founding 
member of 70s pop group lOcc, 
happened at Amsterdam airport. 

He was passing through the border 
control section when a security man 
checked his passport and studied it for 
some time. 

The official handed it back to Graham 
and as he did so he looked him in the 
eyes and said: “Thank you for the music”. 

The music the Dutch officer was refer¬ 
ring to with Graham has a long lineage. 

It began for him in 1963 when he 
played in a number of Manchester bands 
before, in 1965, forming his own group 
called The Mockingbirds. 

One of the members was Kevin Godley 
on drums - who would stay with him and 
form an integral part of the writing team 
for lOcc. 

During this time, Graham was by day 
working in a men’s outfitters shop and by 
night playing with his semi-professional 
band. 

He wrote a string of million-selling hit 
songs such as Bus Stop and Look 
Through any Window for The Hollies, 
Evil Hearted You for The Yardbirds and 
No Milk Today for Herman’s Hermits. 

He said, with a single he had three 
minutes to create something major in a 
short amount of time. 

He added: “Everything is melody and I 
still sit in a room with a guitar and strum 
away to create to see what happens.” 

Recalling the music scene in the 60s, 
Graham said: “Manchester in its heyday 
was a great place to be. At that time there 
were a lot of bars and a number of places 
to go to see bands on a Friday night. 

“It was a very exciting time in the 60s as 
there were so many great bands to see 
and Manchester is still a music city.” 

In 1970, he joined Stewart, Godley and 
Creme in a group called Hotlegs and this 
eventually turned into lOcc. 


The group had three UK number one 
singles and five top 10 albums including 
The Wall Street Shuffle, I’m Not in Love, 
I’m Mandy Fly Me, Art for Art’s Sake, The 
Things We Do for Love and Dreadlock 
Holiday 

This is a period of time which Graham 
refers to as ‘the glory days’. 

He said: “During this time we were 
never under pressure and when we made 
a record we presented it to the record 
company. 

“We had no Artistes & Repertoire man 
telling us what song should be released 
as a single. What pop music should do is 
give you a feeling and that is my job. 

“It is to transport you to a different 
place much like if you were reading a 
book. 

“I think writing songs is a gift and it is 
not something you really want to work 
out, otherwise it might stop. 

“I think the prime example is I’m Not in 
Love where we wanted to get the sound 
of a choir on the record. 

“We thought we would need 200 people 
but there was only four of us. 

“By working together we were able to 
create something unique which will 
never be replicated. 

“We did not know what was going to 
happen but what we did was amazing.” 

This standard is something which 
Graham always tries to live up to. 

A major influence for all the members 
of lOcc was The Beatles who they looked 
to for a template of how to create songs 
which would last the test of time. 

Graham said: “Hearing our songs on 
the radio now and thinking ‘that is quite 
good’ is a litmus test. 

“What I can say when I hear them - not 
many of them make me cringe. 

“I am proud of them and 95 per cent of 
them I have no problem with. For me 
music is like food and it is something I 
do. 

“A lot of what you do defines who you 
are and I love what I do.”

VASILY Artemyev hopes

AIDY Boothroyd is backing 
Northampton Town to continue 
reaping the rewards of counter¬ 
attacks this season. 

The Cobblers boss feels the pace in 
his new-look squad can cause plenty 
of problems for npower League Two 
defences - just as they showed in the 
midweek win over title favourites 
Rotherham United.
